Earnings. Tax Put in Jeopardy 
By City Strike, Mayor Warns 


Officials Estimate T 


hat Pay Increase for 


All 8300 Municipal Employes Would 
Cost $3,500,000 a Year.

The strike of union electri- 
cians, painters and machinists 
employed by the city, in addi- 
tion to’crippling vital-city serv- 
ices, poses a serious threat to 
the chances of getting the earn- 
ings tax authorization continued 


R. Tucker said today. 


Without the $8,000,000 reve- 
nue derived from the tax, the 
city will have to cut some serv- 
ices next year even at the pres- 
ent rate of earnings. The cut 
would have to be deeper if 
wages are increased generally. 


One of the recurring com- 
plaints of outstate legislators 
opposed to the earnings tax is 
that whenever the city gets any 
increase in revenue it always 
increases salaries. With the tax 
authorization bill already the 
subject of charges and counter- 
charges in the current special 
session of the General Assem- 
bly, city officials fear that any 
increase in wages and salaries at 
this time might easily turn the 
scales against the tax. 


“The situation that has arisen, 


beyond April 1, Mayor Raymond | 


|in my mind, places the earnings 
tax in serious jeopardy,” Mayor 
Tucker said. 

Without that tax, any hopes 
for a $100,000,000 bond issue for 
a program of badly needed pub- 
lic improvements, as has been 
proposed, might as well be 
abandoned for the foreseeable 
future, he added. 

The striking unions have de- 
-manded that their rates of pay 
be raised to the level prevailing 
in private industry here. In 
the case of the 131 electricians, 
that would mean an increase of 
23 and 26 cents an hour. ‘The 
other unions are seeking com- 
parable increases. It has been 
estimated that if the same in- 
crease were granted to all 8300 
city employes, the rise in oper- 
ating costs would total about 
$3,500,000 a year. 

The difficulty is that the city 
has appropriated already all the 
income it has reeeived or ex- 
pects to receive this year. Even 
if money were available in the 
treasury, any increase would 
have to be recommended by 
City Personnel Director Elliott 
Scearce, approved by the Civil

ABOVE NORMAL 
RAIN FORECAST 
FOR THIS MONTH 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
The Weather Bureau expects 
March rainfall to be above’ nor- 
mal for much of the country, 
including the Great Plains area 
where dust storms have caused 
concern recently. It issued this 
forecast today: 

“The 30-day outlook for March 
calls for temperatures to aver- 
age above seasonal normals over 
the northeastern quarter of the 
nation and also inp the far south- 
west.

OTTAWA, March 3 (AP)— 
Some Canadian defense officials 
think the United States and 
Canada eventually will have to 
post a string of radar picket 
ships out in the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans as safeguards 
against Russian® atom bombers. 


They foresee a day when the 
Soviets will develop bombers 
with enough range to fly around 
NATO’s radar screen in Europe 
and over the Atlantic to North 
America, or from Siberia across 
the islandless north Pacific.

Service Commission and passed 
by the Board of Aldermen.

Wiping Out Deficit. 

At the beginning of the fiscal 
year last April, the City had a 
deficit of $4,000,000 which will 
be eliminated by the end of the 
year. 

Revenue from real, personal 
and other taxes levied by the 
city this year amounted to 
$41,000,000. The earnings tax 
brought in another $8,000,000 
plus $1,000,000 more that had 
been withheld by firms pending 
a final determination of the le- 
gality of the tax. With another 
$1,000.000 turned back by cer- 
tain departments that failed to 
use their ful] appropriations, the 
city had at its disposal during 
the year about $51,000,000 

Elimination of the $4,000,000 
deficit left $47,000,000 for ex- 
penditure. Of this amount, $14,- 
000,000 was taken by state offi- 
ces and the police department 
over which the city has no con- 
trol. That left $33,000,000 for 
strictly city purposes. Salaries 
and wages took $22,000,000, 
leaving $11,000,000 as the only 
amount over which the city has 
any budgetary control. 

However, it is this fund from 
which come the food, drugs, 
supplies, fuel and maintenance 
materials used in the various 
city services and its institutions, 
including hospitals, clinics, the 
jail, workhouse and infirmary. 
It is a field in which some 
minor cuts might be made next 
year, but not enough to absorb 
a $3,500,000 general wage in- 
crease. 

Facing General Revenue Cut, 


In 1950, faced with the loss 
of the earnings tax through a 
court decision, the city reduced 
the 40-cent tax rate for amor- 
tization and interest require- 
ments on its bonded debt to 22 
cents, diverting the 18 cents to 
general revenue purposes. This 
year, the city issued $19,000,000 
in bonds authorized by the 1944 
bond issue election. 


The funds derived from these 
bonds is being used to repay 
advances from general revenue 
for projects authorized. How- 
ever, it is now apparent to the 
city’s fiscal authorities that the 
new issue will require restora- 
tion of the 18 cents to the bond 
account. This means the gen- 
eral revenue will be reduced by 
this amount. 

While it is true that mechanics’ 
wages could be~- raised to the 
level of private industry without 
incurring a $3,500,000 burden, 
city officials believe certain oth- 
er employes would immediately 
demand like increases. If that 
proved to be the case, it would 
simply be a question of employ- 
ing fewer..persons and cutting 
services. How many would have 


to be discharged boils down to 
a problem in arithmetic, but no 
one is willing to make a predic- 
tion until it is known how much 
money the city will have next 
year. 

Obviously, the failure of the 
General Assembly to authorize a 
continuation of the $8,000,000 
earnings tax would increase the 
problem immeasureably. That is 
why Mayor Tucker is so appre- 
hensive of the effect of the 
strike on the legislative fate of 
that levy. 

Dilemma on Budget. 

To prepare a budget for the 
year beginning next month on 
the assumption the tax will not 
be available would be to court 
a feeling among some legislators 
that the tax is not really needed. 
To include the tax would risk 
the charge the city is trying to 
anticipate the General Assem- 
bly’s course of action. 


It is in this atmosphere of un- 
certainty that Personne! Director 
Scearce is at work on the draft 
of a new comprehensive pay 
plan. Such a plan was drafted 
by him last summer. It was re- 
jected by the Civil Service Com- 
mission but after a token strike 
of one day by the electricians, 
the commission revamped the 
plan in a number of ways and 
had it sent to the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

About half the city employes 
would have received increases 
under the plan, but it also 
shifted many of them from a 
monthly salary to an hourly 
wage basis, restricted the amount 
of sick leave and vacations, and 
in other ways proved unaccept- 
able to the employes. It accord- 
ingly was killed by the Board of 
Aldermen and returned to the 
Civil Service Commission. The 
commission, on Feb. 10, directed 
Scearce to draft a new plan. He 
has a minimum of 90 days from 
that date in which to bring in a 
completed plan. 


The section of the Civil Serv- | 


ice amendment to the City Char- 
ter relied upon by the electri- 
cians for their demand for par- 
ity with the prevailing wage is a 
directive to the Personnel Di- 
rector ‘to devise and recommend 
to the (Civil Service) Commis- 
sion a compensation plan con- 
sisting of scales of pay for the 
several grades or classes in due 
relation to each other and to 
rates prevailing for like employ- 
ment in private industry.” 
Among the questions to which 
Scearce is seeking an answer is 
what is the prevailing wage in 
private industry. Is it the pre- 
vailing wage in construction 
work where mechanics usually 
work less than the full year or 
is it the prevailing wage for full- 
time employment?

Campos’s party was responsible 
for this week's outbreak as well 
as the terrorist attempt on Pres- 
ident Truman's life in 1950 and 
the abortive revolt in Puerto 
Rico the same year in which 
33 persons were killed. 

The Nationalist leader was

KHARTOUM, Sudan, March 
3 (AP)—A serious rift was re- 
ported today between Sudanese 
Premier Ismail el Azhary and 
Governor General Sir Robert 
Howe. 


It was believed El Azhary dis- 
approved of the governor’s proce 
lamation of a state of emergen- 
cy and the postponement of the 
inauguration of Parliament fol- 
lowing Monday's bloody riots 
over the visit of Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mohammed Naguib. 


El Azhary’s cabinet met today 
to discuss the dispute. 


Authorities reported four more 
persons wounded in the riots 
had died, bringing the death toll |. 
to 34. They said 117 persons 
were still in hospitals while the 
number of those with minor in- 
juries was estimated around 200. 


More than 250 were arrested 
in connection with the riots, au- 
thorities said, but only 34 still 
were being held.

In addition, official sources 
confirmed the arrest of eight 
army officers but there were 
conflicting reports over why 
they had been taken into cus- 
tody. 

One source said the eight 
were accused of Communist ac- 
tivities and would be tried be- 
fore the Revolutionary Council's 
tribunal. Another denied there 
was any Communist angle and 
said the officers, all cavalrymen, 
would be tried before a military 
court on insubordination 
charges. 


This source said the insubordi- 
nation occurred in the dramatic 
events which led to the restora- 
tion of Gen. Mohammed Na- 
guib to the presidency Saturday. 

The arrests were disclosed as 
Naguib returned to Cairo from a 
trip to Khartoum, capital of the 
Sudan. 

The 118 were hrrested in con- 
nection with rioting in Cairo on 
Sunday in which 13 persons 
were wounded by Police gun- 
fire. About half were members 
of the outlawed fanatical Mos- 
lem Brotherhood. Others in- 
cluded Communists, Socialists 
and members of the Wafdist 
party. 

The military regime accused 
the conspirators of preparing 
pamphlets to be distributed “in 
order to mislead the people.” It 
said their plans called for fo- 
menting “serious disorders.” 

In a nation-wide radio broad- 
cast last night Naguib hinted 
that Monday’s bloody incidents 
in Khartoum might have been 
fomented in the interest of the 
British. 

He did not mention Britain by 
name but ,.made several refer- 
ences to “the occupier” of Sudan 
in connection with the riots that 
cost 30 lives. The Sudan nomi- 
nally has been ruled for 50 years 
by a joint British-Egyptian gov- 
ernment but has embarked on a 
course toward independence or 
union with Egypt. 

Naguib said that what hap- 
pened served “the interest of 
imperialism.” He asked: 
“Couldn’t it be that the occupier 
may invoke this incident as a 
reason for keeping its troops in 
the country?”

Toronto Subway, First in Canada, 


To Go Into Operation March 30 


$50,000,000 Project 


Expected to Reduce 


Time Fast-Growing City’s People Spend 
in Daily Travel by 50 ‘Pct.

TORONTO, Ont., March 3— 
Canada’s first subway, built by 
the municipal Toronto Transit 
Commisbion at a cost of $50,- 


duce the time people spend in 
daily travel here by 50 per cent 
Or more, 
The subway extends four and 
a half miles under Yonge street, 
Toronto’s main north-south traf- 
. Trains which- can 
at a speed of 50 miles an 
hour will make the trip from 
Union Station to the Eglinton 
avenue terminus in 15 minutes. 
During rush hours, trains will 
run at intervals of two and a 
half minutes, with 104 cars in 
operation. Built to carry a 
maximum of 40,000 passengers 
an hour in each direction, the 
subway is not likely to be 
jammed for years, inasmuch as 
the present peak load on street- 
cars is 13,000 passengers. 
However, Toronto has been 
wing by leaps and bounds. 
opulation of the metropolitan 
area rose from 760,000 in 1929 
to 946,000 in 1945 and to 1,200.- 
000 in 1953, and additional un- 
derground lines are to be built 
in the 240-square-mile area. 
With the opening of the sub- 
way, streetcars will be taken off 
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a number of streets, and busses 
will provide surface transporta- 
tion between the 12 subway 
stops. 


Passengers will be able to 
make a trip involving subway, 


fare for the time being will re- 
main three tickets or metal 
tokens for 25 cents, but an in- 
crease is expected later this year 
in tne form of a 10-cent zone 
fare system.

authority independent of the 
council, co-ordinates public 
transportation in Toronto and 
the 12 suburban municipalities 
which merged last April to form 
the Municipality of Greater 
Toronto. 

The commission says Toronto’s 
underground combines the best 
features of the New York and 
London subways with attractions 
of its own. The cars, built in 
England, are extra wide and de- 
signed for noise abatement. The 
tracks, run above ground on the 
northern section of the line to 
reduce construction costs, rest 
on a concrete slab overlaid with 
a cushion of rubber. Tunnel 
walls have been treated for 
further deadening of sound. 

There are six doors in each 
car, so that no passenger will be 
no more than seven feet from

Some cities are looking forward 
instead of backward. Take Toronto, 
for example. As you reported re- 
cently, Canada’s first subway, which 
can carry 40,000 commuters each 
hour through the heart of Toronto, 
has already been unveiled. 


But here in St. Louis we sit on 
‘our hands when any fool can plainly 
see that the streets have reached 
the saturation point. 


Of course, if they continue to tear 
down all the downtown buildings to 
make parking lots of them we will 
wind up with prairie where our 
downtown district should be, and 
there will be no need to solve the 
transportation problem. There will 

“be lots of space to park but no 
where to go. 


Let’s look at another transporta- 
tion situation that might be indic- 
ative of the smart trend elsewhere. 
In a National Geographic issue re- 
cently the Budd Corp. ran the fol-

. busy and business. 
“The New Haven Railroad now 
operates 40 Budd diesel car RDCs. 
And the New Haven, RDC, and New 
Englanders are getting along very 
well together. 
“So well, for example, that when 
the railroad reinstated passenger 
service between Worcester and New 
‘London, after a lapse vf 28 years, 
it carried’ 82,000 passenger the first 
year using one RDC Monday through 
Friday and two RDCs Saturdays and 
Sundays. Passenger traffic in and 
out of Boston's South Station has in- 
creased by thousands daily.”

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What They Love to Hear 


When 14 Senators and Representatives of both 
parties agree on anything it is remarkable. The 
14 members of the Joint Committee on the 
Economic Report have unanimously agreed on 
their recommendations for avoiding a serious 
recession, and the most remarkable one is that 
the Eisenhower farm program for flexible price 
supports be abandoned. 

This is just what many members of Congress, 
especially from farm districts, have been looking 
for—a good, handy excuse for extending rigid 
price supports at 90 per cent of parity, 

The economie committee states what is un- 
doubtedly trué—that reducing the level of price 
support at this stage of affairs might worsen 
the position of farm families at a time when 
purchasing power in all segments of the econ- 
omy needs bolstering. And so it recommends 
yet another postponement of the transition to 
flexible supports which has been twice post- 
poned already. 

Those who proffer this advice are, on the 
Republican side, Representatives Wolcott, Simp- 
son, Talle and Bender, Senators Flanders, Wat- 


kins, Goldwater and Carlson; and on the Demo- . 


cratic side, Representatives Hart, Patman and 
Bolling, Senators Sparkman, Douglas and Ful- 
bright. 

Strictly on economic grounds, disregarding 
the politics of it altogether, the committee can 


make a powerful case for its recommendation. 


Yet it could make just as powerful & case some 
other year as it can today. 

The truth is that whenever farm incomes are 
declining—in other words, whenever price sup- 
ports are needed—it will be politically difficult, 
and perhaps economically unwise to reduce farm 
income still further by lowering the level of 
price supports, 

Does this mean then that high and rigid price 
supports, which have demonstrated such serious 
shortcomings as a permanent peacetime policy, 
must be retained anyway? Not at all. It means 
that if farm income is to be supported by Gov- 
ernment Action, then Congress has a duty to 
find a sounder and more equitable method of 
carrying out that policy than repeated “tem- 
porary” extensions of high and rigid price sup- 
ports. 

Merely to go on extending the old system for 
want of a better idea is to enter a petition in 
intellectual bankruptcy.

For Better Schools or More Votes? 


Missouri's Republican legislators apparently 
want to play the election-year game with all the 
political footballs they can inflate, Having al- 
ready given a partisan twist to the St. Louis 
earnings tax issue and the hay relief program 
in the special session, they are now trying to 
drag in the public schools. 

Minority members are urging that Gov. Don- 
nelly be asked to add school financing to the 
business of the session. No doubt, they hope to 
link an expected refusal to the Governor’s 
earlier veto of a $9,250,000 “bonus” appropria- 
tion for the state school aid. — 

In support of their position, the Republicans 
‘point out that growing enrollments and a con- 
tinuing shortage of teachers have created a 
serious problem for school administrators. They 
also cite figures showing that the’state’s educa- 
tional expenditures are below the national av- 
erage and below what Missouri can afford. 

All true enough, but the politicians’ zeal would 
be more convineing had they worked harder to 


increase school appropriations and to rationalize . 


their disbursement during the years in which 
this problem was building up, 
Senator Hawkins of Brumley is now talking 


about an educational emergency, but apparently. 


he had no feeling of urgency last April when he 
took the lead in shelving the comprehensive 
school program submitted by the Missouri Citi- 
zens Commission. He then accepted the chair- 
manship of a new politically-dominated com- 
mission to go over the ground already covered. 
And we have noticed no atmosphere of hurry 
about the activities of this group. - 

Missouri’s schools really are far from what 


_ they should be. The Post-Dispatch has been say- 


ing that for years. We have also been saying 
that more state school aid is in order, provided 
that it is not handed out in the undiscriminating 


; 
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way which for years has allowed local school 
districts to shirk local responsibility, instead of 
using ‘state funds to improve on what zealous 
local effort has achieved. 


Improvement of its public schools is a “must” 
for Missouri, but it is not likely to be brought 
about by a partisan stratagem in a special ses- 
sion. In. fact, it seems all too clear that the Re- 
publicans in the Legislature are less interested 
in better education than they are in scoring a 
point to be used against tte Democrats in next 
fall’s campaigning, We doubt, however, that the 
people will be fooled. 


Mayor Tucker and leaders of striking city 
employes are considering ways to end the walk- 
out which is crippling more and more municipal 
services. The public hopes and expects that 
this strike will end promptly. 

One of the most significant statements came 
from Arthur A. Hunn, secretary of the AFL 
Painters’ District Council. He said that he 
believed the striking employes would go back 
to work if the Civil Service Commission gave 
assurances of wage increases within a reasonable 
period. . 

But meanwhile the strike of the electricians 
and painters and their picket lines have crippled 
such city activities as garbage and rubbish col- 
lection,’ traffic signal and street lighting main- 
tenance, sewer maintenance and some other 
services 


Granted that the city charter provides mu- 


nicipal employes shall be paid the prevailing 
wage in their craft, and granted further that the 
city has fallen behind in this obligation, mu- 
nicipal workers must display more patience— 
because of the public nature of their jobs—than 
might be asked of others in the same trade. 

In accepting city jobs they also accepted the 
charter provision which puts pay scales up to, 
first, the Civil Service Commission and, second- 
ly, the Board of Aldermen, There can be delays 
in these set-ups, but there also are compensa- 
tions such as the insurance against arbitrary dis- 
charge. The one should offset the other. 

The City Administration should do whatever 
it can to speed compliance with established wage 
standards. But union employes ought to use 
other devices than work stoppages to induce 
compliance. The strike should be called off. 
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Way to Waste More Time

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The Departure of Mr. Dean 

Was Arthur H. Dean let out of the State De- 
partment to appease the China lobby? 

The question arises because of the strange 
sequence of events which has now culminated 
in the resignation of the man who represented 
Secretary Dulles at the conference table at 
Panmunjom., ? 

Mr, Dean, after fighting the Communists 
verbally for weeks on end, finally broke off the 
negotiations in December and returned to the 
United States. 

Early in January, he was quoted by the Provi- 
dence Journal as suggesting that someday, and 
under some circumstances, the United States 
might possibly want to consider the recognition 
of Communist China. 

A storm immediately broke about his head. 
Senator Welker of Idaho rose in the Senate to 
make a typical smear speech, attacking Mr. 
Dean as an “apoldgist” for the Chinese Commu- 
nists, and citing his earlier membership in the 
Institute for Pacific Relations. Mr. Dean him- 
self attributed the attack to Alfred Kohlberg, 
long the chief of the pro-Nationalist China lobby. 
Telephone calls began to come into the State 
Department demandirg his resignation, 

Finally, on Feb. 8, Roscoe Drummond re- 
ported in his column, which appears in the 
Post-Dispatch, that Mr. Dean would soon be re- 
lieved of his post. Mr. Drummond suggested that 
a principal factor in this development might be 
the attack on Mr. Dean. The State Department, 
he wrote, might be “again howing to political 
sterm signals and ditchimg an able, valuable 
diplomat.”

THE EASTER EGG HUNT, by Speed Lamkin. 

(Houghton Mifflin, 312 pgs., $3.50.) 

With a bit of luck this second novel 
by Speed Lamkin, who wrote “Tiger in 
the Garden’ (1950) when he was 20, 
might easily become a best seller. It 
seems to have most of the attributes. 


Mr. Lamkin’s story is about Holly- 
wood. It’s concerned for the most part 
with four persons: an ambitious young 
director and his wife, whom the nar-

HORTLY BEFORE THE END of the Big Four foreign min- 
isters conference Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov made a 
great concession to the puppet officials of the satellite East 


German government. 


He consented to receive cabi- 
net members and the leading 
functionaries of the Communist 
party in the big fortress-like 
Soviet embassy ° 
on Unter den 
Linden. They 
went, one may 
be sure, in fear 
and trembling. 
Here was one 
of their su- 
preme masters 
and he might, 
like the Red_ 
Queen in “Alice 
in Wonder- 
" be sum- 
moning them to 
an execution. 

Several versions of the speech 
he made to them are extant. 
These come, of course, second- 
hand. But those capable of 
evaluating’ this kind of intelli- 
gence believe considerable re- 
liance can be placed on an ac- 
count furnished to this reporter. 


Chinese Prevent World War. 


Molotov 


Molotov explained that the 
main emphasis of the confer- 
ence had inevitably been on 
Asia. It was Soviet policy, he 
said, to bring the Western min- 
isters around to a second meet- 
ing which would include Com- 
munist China as a participant. 

“China has made great sacri- 
fices to maintain peace,” Molo- 
tov was reported as. saying. 
“The clever restraint of the Chi- 
nese party leaders is the reason 
that the attempt to localize the 
Korean war Was successful and 
that a third world war was pre- 
vented. This third world war 
would have been fought in Asia: 

“China must now further the 
peaceful development of its in- 
dustry and agriculture. Together 
with China, the Soviet Union 
would exhaust all means to avoid 
an increase of tension in interna- 
tional relations in Asia and at 
the same time would leave no 
stone unturned to help China get 
her full rights and exert her

Despite the solid unity that 
the Western foreign ministers 
had shown up to that point at 
the conference. Molotov tried to 
give the impression that they 
were not really in agreement. He 
predicted that French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault would 
drop the effort to get France to 
ratify the European Defense 
Community since ratification was 
obviously an impossibility. 

He also told his captive au- 
dience that “influential circles” 
in West Germany were working 
on Chancellor Konrad* Adenauer 
to convince him that Germany 
could never be unified if he took 
the Federal Republic into EDC. 

In large part, of course, this 
pep talk was meant to set the 
propaganda line for the East 
German government. Immedi- 
ate rejection by the Communists 
of the restrictions on travel and 
cultural exchange between the 
East and West zones shows the 
determination of the Commu- 
nists to keep the barriers up.

(UP)—Vatican sources reported 
today at the beginning of Lent 
that Pope Pius XII’s confine- 
ment is expected to extend 
through Ahe 40-day season of 
fasting “and prayer.

Meddling in War. 


HANOI, Indochina, March 3 
(UP)—Ho Chi-minh, leader of 
the Communist Vietminh forces, 
today accused the United States 
of taking another step toward 
direct “intervention” in the In- 
dochinese war. 

In a communique broadcast 
over all rebel radio stations and 
by the Peiping radio in Red 
China, Ho accused the United 
States of “allowing the Amer- 
ican air force to participate in 
the massacre of the population.” 

He said that while all peace- 
loving peoples are attempting to 
reduce international tensions 
“the United States Government 
is devoting itself to developing 
a war of aggression” in Indo- 
china. 

He accused the United States 
of violating the sovereignty of 
the three Associated States of 
Indochina and “opposing once 
again world peace.” 

He gave no explanation of his 
charge about the United States 
Air Force. Apparently his ref- 
erence was to the arrival in In- 
dochina recently of 200 addi- 
tional United States Air Force 
ground crewmen to maintain 
French warplanes. 


Rebels Reported Stepping Up 
Drive in Delta. 

HANOI, Indochina, March 3 
(AP)—The French reported to- 
day the Vietminh are stepping 
up their attacks in the key 
French Union bastion of the Red 
river delta. | 

Near Nam Dinh, 55 miles 
southeast of Hanoi, the French 
reported a “big clash” with the 
rebels and admitted they suf- 
fered “appreciable losses” while 
the Vietminh had “heavy cas- 
ualties.” 

In the Phat Diem sector, 75 
miles southeast of Hanoi, 24 reb- 
els were reported killed and 17 
captured. 

Other clashes were reported 
at several posts 25 to 75 miles 
north of Hanoi, most of them 
manned principally by Viet 
Namese militia. The French 
said none of the posts was lost. 

(The United Press reported 
that French Union forces cap- 
tured the jungle outpost of 
Bankavak, on the main rebel 
supply route across the narrow 
neck of Laos state, in central 
Indochina. Bankavak lies about 
60 miles east of Thakek, on the 
Mekong river, which the rebels 
had seized after a drive across 
Laos from the coast, 

(French informants said the 
capture of the village was ‘very 
important” in aiding the disrup- 
tion of rebel supply lines from 
the coast to central Laos.)

—A bill proposing establishment 
of a 12-member Missouri high- 
way safety committee to study 
needed revisions of the state’s 
traffic laws was reported yester- 
day by the Senate roads and 
highway committee with a rec- 
ommendation for passage. 

The proposal, which was one 
of Gov. Donnelly’s major rec- 


ommendations to the special 
session of the Legislature, now 
goes to the floor of the Senate 
for consideration. 

The highway safety study 
group would comprise four state 
senators appointed by the presi- 
dent pro tem of the Senate, 
four state representatives named 
by the speaker of the House, 
and four public members Se- 
lected by the governor. 

It would be authorized to 
make a complete survey of Mis- 
souri’s highway safety needs, 
and to report its findings and 
recommendations to the next 
regular session of the general 
assembly, which will convene in 
January. 

At a hearing on the bill, Sen- 
ator William M. Quinn (Dem.), 
Maywood, proposed that the 
measure be amended to require 
that safety committee members 
be appointed on a bi-partisan 
basis. Senator Michael Kinney 
(Dem.), chairman of the group 
which. considered the bill, said 
the amendment was not adopted, 
but will be presented for con- 
sideration by the entire Senate. 

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, su- 
perintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, told the Senate 
committee his department favors 
the bill, and he offered his full 
co-operation in aiding the safety 
committee to make the study. 

Capt. J. A. Berglund, head of 
the patrol’s safety division, de- 
clared that only “piecemeal” 
changes had been made in the 
state's highway safety code in 
recent years. He said.a com- 
plete revision is necessary.

OXTAIL RAGOUT. 


Two oxtails; disjointed; one. 
fourth cup flour; one teaspoon 
salt; two tablespoons fat; one 
large onion, chopped; one clove 
garlic, chopped; ene teaspoon 
paprika; two ripe tomatoes or 
one cup canned tomatoes: 12 
scallions, diced, or 12 tiny white 
onions; 12 large mushrooms; 12 
small carrot balls; one cup pota- 
to balls. 

Coat the oxtail pieces with 
flour, sprinkle with the salt and 
brown in a large skillet in the 
hot fat. Stir in the chopped 
onion, garlic, paprika, and toma- 
toes.

Add two tablespoons-of water, as 
needed, to prevent sticking.

SOUR OXTAIL RAGOUT. 
Two oxtails, disjointed; one-

cloves; six peppercorns; one- 
half teaspoon salt; two table- 
spoons flour; two _ tablespoons 
fat; one-fourth cup sour cream. 


Combine the oxtails, vinegar, 
vegetables and seasonings. Cov- 
er with boiling water and cook 
until the meat is tender and 
loose from bones. Add water 
as needed to keep about one cup 
of liqutd. Blend the flour and 
fat over low heat. Strain into 
this mixture the liquid from the 
meat. Stir and cook until thick- 


ened and smooth., Add the ox- 
tail pieces. Before serving, stir 
in the sour cream. Yield: Six 
servings.

Tea vs. Coffee 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EA and coffee contain exactly the same stimulating al- 
T naiaia caffeine. If high coffee prices cause you to seek 

a good substitute, try tea. But be sure you brew it 
well enough to extract the full flavor from the tea leaves. 

The best way to make a good cup of tea is simple but 
exacting. Pour actively boiling water in the empty tea 
pot or teacup to pre-heat these vessels. They should be 
pottery, not metal, to better hold the heat. The whole 
idea of this pre-heating is maintaining the temperature of 
the fluid in which tea steeps above 180 degrees. 

After the porcelain or pottery vessel is heated through, 
empty it and add the tea leaves or tea bags. Then pour 
in bubbling boiling water. Brew the tea for exactly five 
minutes, after which you should separate the liquid from 
the tea leaves. A tea cozy or padded covering for the 
teapot, though not essential, helps keep the water hot 
enough during the steeping. 

Brewing the tea exactly five minutes in water at a 
temperature higher than 180 degrees but less than boiling 
extracts the full flavor without too much of the puckering 
tannin. . 

* 

TEA HAS JUST AS MUCH caffeine as has coffee. The 
eaffeine in either tea or coffee produces a more rapid and 
clearer flow of thought. It allays drowsiness and fatigue. 

The reason most people deny any specific stimulating 


/effect from tea or coffee is that the action is so normal 
"and natural. 


It simply increases your preceptions and 
thought processes without changing them. 

Those who claim that tea or coffee keeps them awake 
all night are probably suffering from suggestive insomnia 
rather than caffeine effect. Caffeine is destroyed in the 
body in two or three hours in almost everyone. A cup 
or two of tea at seven o’clock dinner would not keep you 
awake past nine or ten o’clock unless you expected it to. 

Tea’s story is older than coffee’s. If you can believe 
Chinese legends, tea drinking began in the reign of the 
mythological emperor Shen Nung about 2737 B.C.

TEA DRINKING was spread throughout China and 
Japan by Buddhist priests as a substitute for more in- 
temperate beverages. Taxing tea is an old trick started 
during the T’ang dynasty in China A.D. 780. 

A German physician, Dr. Andreas Cleyer, introduced 
tea cultivation into Java from Japan in 1684, although tea 
had been imported into Europe about 70 years previously. 

Incidentally, when tea first came to England, it cost 
$30 to $50 a pound. 

Some historians believe that America started out as a 
nation of tea drinkers but chose coffee instead after the 
Boston Tea Party. 

Some early American colonists apparently didn’t know 
quite what to do with tea. They sometimes ate tea leaves 
with butter after drinking the beverage. Others just ate 
the leaves after throwing away the liquid. 

Tea was used as medicine almost since its discovery. 
We now realize it’s just a good beverage, not a medicine. 
Even its use in treating burns has been discarded.

bing. 

The spline can be removed by 
softening the glue with water or 
steam.

THE REMAINS of another 


Norman castle are to be seen at 
Rochester, England. This was 
built from plans made by Bishop 
Gundolf, and the strongest part 
of it~—known as the “‘keep”— 
still stands, The keep is 113 feet 
high, and about 70 feet on each 
side. Some portions of the walls 
are 12 feet thick! 


The most famous Norman 


castle is the group of buildings 
known as the Tower of London. 
William the Conqueror started 
the Tower of London, but later 
kings added new parts, One part 
carries the name of William's 
White Tower, and it was used as 
a prison by the Normans, 


| a RA 
RALPH FLAMBARD was the 


first prisoner in William’s White 
Tower. He obtained a rope, and 
was able to drop through a 
window, While his guards were 
sleeping, he let himself down. 
The rope wag teo short, and 
Flambard was hurt slightly when 
he dropped to the ground, but 


he managed to escape to the 
mainiand of Europe. 

A later prisoner used a rope 
which was to weak. The rove 
was made from strips of bed 


clothing, and broke while the 
man was trying to get down. He 
fell to hig death. 


By building stone castles in 


various parts of England, the 
Normans produced strongholds 
which helped them to keep 
power over the country,
